This vacation petition was given a 
"Conditional Approval" on October 24, 1988, 
contingent upon the petitioners getting the 
signatures of all of the abutting property 
owners, and granting utility easements or 
relocations as required. Apparently the 
petitioner has been unable to get all of 
the signatures required, and therefore 
would like to amend the petition.
